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Elba City Council in close door session

The Elba City Council spent 57 
minutes in executive session Mon- 
day evening to discuss a personnel 
matter at the request of Police Chief 
Jack Parker. Following this closed 
door session Mayor Ricky Haywood 
turned to Council member John W. 
Sharpless and asked if he wanted to 
make a motion? 

Sharpless made a motion for the 
Chief and the city attorney to work 
out the problem. The motion passed 
unanimously without discussion. 
There was no further discussion on 
the matter nor any public indication 
of the nature of “the problem.” 

Parker’s activity report for the pe- 
riod from the last council meeting in- 
cluded answering 41 complaints, is- 
suing 32 traffic citations and making 
11 criminal arrest. The police also 
investigated three automobile ac- 
cidents. 


During this same period, the an- 
imal control officer picked up 22 
dogs. None were claimed by their 
owner and none sold. 

Council members were told by 
the mayor that City Clerk Jim Nich- 
ols had resigned. Haywood noted 
that each council member had a copy 
of his letter of resignation. 

The council unanimously sup- 
ported a motion by council member 
Earl McCollough to name Opera- 
tions Officer Henry Clark as City 
Clerk. 

McCollough declined to accept a 
recommendation from Haywood to 
add a travel allowance to Clark’s 
pay. He noted the city owned a car 
for such use and he didn’t feel the 
expenditure was wise at this time. 
The other council members appar- 
ently agreed and no expense al- 
lowance was approved for Clark. 

The council approved a request 
from Clark to seek bids on two used 
dump trucks. They also voted to hire 


Elba’s W & E Board members 
wrestle with landfill water project

The Elba Water & Electric Board 
again wrestled with the project to 
furnish water to rural citizens be- 
tween Elba and the Coffee County 
landfill. 

Engineers for the county had pro- 
posed a six inch water line from 
Elba to the landfill. 

Engineer Bobby Lee, who is de- 
signing the Elba portion of the pro- 
ject, told board members that wouid 
not be adequate. 

He noted it would furnish no fire 
protection, only 30 pounds of water 
pressure in the landfill area and 
would not allow for any additional 
users to be added in the future. 

He gave several options, with his 
recommendation as the best being 


for the county to increase their pipe 
to an eight inch size. He said this 
would attach to the eight inch pipe 
Elba is installing, would offer fire 
protection, ample water pressure and 
extra water for adding users in future 
years. 

This would cost about $60,000 
extra. The county has already gotten 
a $180,000 grant to fund this project. 

Elba has committed $140,000 to 
this project. While it is mainly to fur- 
nish water to county residents with 
critical needs, there will be some iim- 
provement of water pressure for city 
residents on Smith Avenue and Her- 
man Driggers Drive. 

Assistant utility superintendent 
Henry Clark said, “Anything but an

two part time temporary employees 
to assist with the paperwork for 
FEMA requirements related to flood 
damage. 

Both Clark and Haywood told 
council members these salaries 
would also qualify for FEMA fund- 
ing. 

A private firm will begin col- 
lecting Elba’s city sale tax in the 
near future. The city council voted to 
hire the Hartsville firm in an effort 
to save money and speed up the pro- 
cess of getting the money to the city 
treasury. The new firm will only 
charge $7.00 per month, per busi- 
ness, to collect the taxes. Presently 
the State of Alabama gets over 
$11.00 for the same service. 

In other flood related business, a 
resolution was approved designating 
Clark as the official representative to 
work with FEMA, 

Haywood read a letter from Ro- 
land and Patsy Powell commending 
those involved for the way they han- 
dled the flood emergency. 

Haywood and Clark voiced their 
appreciation for the cooperation of 
city employees, volunteers and the 
people of Elba during the high water 
earlier this month,

Damage sites to.county roads exceeds 2,000

The Coffee County Commission 
met in special session Monday after- 
noon to be up-dated on the flood re- 
covery. 

County Engineer Mark Pool, in 
his briefing of the commissioners, 
said that repairing the damage to the 
county’s road system was going to 


be a long and expensive process. 

The damage to county roads 
caused by Alberto is expected to ex- 
ceed that of the March 1990 Flood. 
It appears that it is much more wide- 
spread than in ‘90, 

Pool reported that so far his de- 
partment has inspected 600 damage 
sites on the county’s on-system 
roads and 1600 sites on off-system 
roads. 


Unrest exists in New Brockton’s police department

The New Brockton Town Council 
held a “marathon ” meeting Monday 
evening lasting more than three 
hours. 

A majority of the meeting’s dis- 
cussions centered around the police 
department - some positive and 
some negative. . 

Mayor Kathryn Hollcy read a pre- 
pared statement conceming the re- 
cent actions taken by the council 
concerning police officer Harry 
Laird. 

She stated that “several citizens 
have come forward to express their 
concerns and state that he [Laird] 
does not deserve the actions taken by 
the council.” 

Continuing to read from the pre- 
pared statement, Mayor Holley re- 
ferred to the powers of the mayor as 
outlined in the “Red Book” fur- 


nished each town and city by the 
League of Municipalities. 

It stated the following: “A council 
may adopt an ordinance which gives 
the council exclusive authority to ap- 
point a police chief, all police offi- 
cers, and a superintendent of utili- 
ties. 

“However, as chief executive of- 
ficer of the municipality, the may- 
or’s powers to oversee the daily ac- 
tivities of the city officials cannot be 
removed.” 

Holley contends, as she has 
throughout the Laird incident, that 
she acted within her rights in grant- 
ing leave to Officer Laird. 

“Officer Laird does not deserve 
the treatment that this council has 
passed down,” said Holley. 

The mayor asked that a motion be 
made to place Laird back on full- 
time status with the police depart- 
ment. She also recommended that all 
of his sick leave and annual leave

lost since May be restored. 

Councilman Robert Miles, in re- 
viewing the police department’s ros- 
ter, noted that Laird has been work- 
ing almost fulltime since June 9th. 

“If we’re going to work a man 40 
plus hours, I think we should call it 
fulltime and give him the benefits 
that the other police officers are get- 
ting that are working 40 hours and in 
some cases less,” said Miles. 

With that, Miles made the motion 
that Laird be placed back on fulltime 
status as of June 9th. Councilman 
Clinton Marler seconded Miles’ mo- 
tion. 

During the discussion of the mo- 


tion, Council member Rose Ann 
Lewis questioned why Laird had 
been working fulltime even though 
the council had voted for him to re- 
main on part-time status. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers ex- 
plained to the council that several of- 
ficers had been on personal and mili- 
tary leave. 

Driggers expressed concern about 
where funds for another fulltime po- 
lice officer were going to come 
from,

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Enterprise man murdered 


A $10,000 reward has been of- 
fered by Gov. Jim Folsom for infor- 
mation in the murder of an Enter- 
prise man, Ronald Talmadge 
Henderson, age 30, of Route 2. 

Henderson was shot to death ear- 
ly Sunday moming in downtown 
Elba, 

He was found shot twice in the 
head and his vehicle was “riddled” 
with gunfire from a passing vehicle. 

Henderson's body was discovered 
in his car near the intersection of 
Griswald and Fleming streets at ap- 
proximately 12:37 a.m, Sunday. 

According to authorities, Hender- 
son was taken to Medical Center En- 
terprise where he was pronounced 
dead on arrival, 

“The circumstances surrounding 
the crime indicate that every effort 
should be made to apprehend and 
convict the perpetrator or perpetra- 
tors and it is believed that the offer- 
ing of a reward might prove helpful 
in the apprehension and conviction 
of the person or persons responsible 
for this crime,” Goy, Jim Folsom 
said, 

Folmar requested and received 
money from the governor’s office to 
set up a reward fund for information 


about the crime. 

Enterprise police are looking for a 
light colored, possibly yellow, Cadil- 
lac or fullsize car in connection with 
the shooting. 

Police would not comment on the 
type weapon used in the murder or 
whether or not it has been recovered.

FEMA gives disaster 
assistance up-date 


MONTGOMERY —Officials with 
the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) and the Alabama 
Emergency Management Agency 
(AEMA) are providing the following 
updates on numbers of persons ap- 
plying for federal/state disaster assis- 
tance at the Disaster Application 
Center and through teleregistration, 

The number listed below are to- 
tals as of 3:00 p.m.. Monday, July 
19: Total Applications - 1833; Disas- 
ter Housing Assistance - $767, 
948.00; SBA Loans - $189,400.00. 


He feels that all the damage has 
been located, inspected and docu- 
mented (photos taken). More than 
2,200 photographs have been taken 
of the damage. 

It should be noted that on-system 
roads’ are those roads that are most 
traveled (main arteries), while off- 
system roads are those which are 
less traveled. 

Funds for improvements on the 
on-system roads are received from 
the federal government as well as the 
state highway department. The ex- 
pense of keeping up off-system 
roads is that of the county alone. 

Pool told commissioners that the 
cost of repairing the on-system roads 
will be paid 100% by FEMA (Feder- 
al Emergency Management Agency) 
if the work is completed within 180 
days. This percentage will decrease 
if the work is not finished within that 
time. He stated that the day-count 
started on July 2nd. 

The expense of repairing off- 
system roads will be funded as fol- 
lows: 75% by FEMA, 10% by the 
state highway department, and 15% 
by the county. 

There are several damage sites 
that the Soil Conservation Service 
will assist the county in repairing. 
They will pay 75% of the cost while 
the county will be responsible for the 
remaining 25%. 

Commissioners were told by Pool 
that damage assessment teams from 
FEMA and the state highway depar- 
ment are expected to arrive in the 
county this week. They will inspect 
each of the damage sites and make 
their assessment. 

“It will be a long time before any 
money will be seen,” Pool said. 

He warned commissioners that 
the county will, in all probability, ex-

perience a serious cash-flow prob- 
lem within the very near future. 

Wilson Mobley echoed Pool’s 
warming and both men advised the 
commissioners to begin making con- 
tingency plans. 

“My budget is shot for this year!” 
said Pool. 

Pool told commissioners of the 
highway department’s need for an- 
other front-end loader and a wood- 
chipper. 

The amount of dirt having to be 
moved at this time is placing an ex- 
tremely heavy workload on the 
present loader. The chipper is need- 
ed for the removal of debris on road 
right-of-ways. 

No action was taken on either 
piece of equipment. 

He also noted that due to the time 
factor involved in getting the repair 
work completed, he anticipates that 
much of the work will be contracted 
out, 

Pool told commissioners that 
units of the National Guard are 
working on 8 damage sites in the 
southern portion of the county. 

“They are doing a real good job 
where they’re working,” Pool said. 

Turning to other matters while in 
session, Mobley asked for guidance 
or clarification in a matter related to 
the addition to the District Attor- 
ney’s office. 

The commission had agreed to a 
400 square foot addition with the 
county furnishing the labor (county 
maintenance crews) and the DA pay- 
ing for the materials, 

Mobley stated that the footage

Elba Police Chief withdraws resignation

Elba Police Chief Jack Parker 
withdrew his resignation Monday 
night after the city council assured 
him individually and with two for- 
mal motions that he had their sup- 
port to do his job in accordance with 
the Code of Alabama and without 
other individuals telling Elba police 
officers what to do. 

The chief had suddenly resigned 
last Friday. Parker explained to the 
city council that he turned in his uni- 
forms and dropped his badge on the 
desk of the payroll clerk and in- 
structed her to remove him from the 
payroll, 

Addressing the city council Mon- 
day night, Parker said he was suf- 
fering police stress and bumout. He 
added, “I have had friends and peo- 
ple I think a lot of interfering and 
telling police officers what to do and 
how to do it.” 

Parker continued, “We don’t need 


but one chief of police. If these peo- 
ple want to be chief, let them put on 
the badge full time...” 

His comments to the council were 
delivered with refrain and from 
handwritten notes. He included at 
least two jokes to make his point of a 
need for cooperation between mem- 
bers of the city government. 

Parker said he had been proud to 
be the chief of police and had only 
been successful due to the coop- 
eration of council and mayor. 

Continuing his comments, Parker 
said, “Don’t come to the police de- 
partment and give orders. Don’t call 
the police to your place of business 
and give him orders. Let’s talk about 
it.” He added, It is not proper for a 
councilman, city clerk or mayor to 
give orders to police officers.” 

“T don’t want anyone to ask me 
for a favor, because I don’t do that,” 
Parker said, citing cases of traffic 
tickets disappearing only to reappear 
when he started asking questions ... 
and then disappearing again before 
he found them again and finally got 


the cases to court. 

He told the council members 
there is still a gang problem in Elba. 
He specifically cited the Mulberry 
Heights area and said unfortunately 
the gang is still charge in that area 
and, “I don’t like it.”. 

Parker told the council of a 
church leader in Clanton who de- 
clared there would be no gang activ- 
ity in that town and made it stick, He 
added, “In Elba, AL, I have yet to 
see a leader with this type backbone, 
If he is there, I want to meet him, I 
want to work with him. This police 
department wants to work with him. 

In response to a question from 
Council member Earl McCollough, 
Parker noted that a chain of com- 
mand was there and needed to be 
followed. He explained that the 
council was his boss ... collectively. 
His instructions and those for his de- 
partment should come from the may- 
or on a day to day basis. However he 
stressed they should come to him or 
the supervisor on duty and not to in- 
dividual officers or radio operators.

Sam Huggins of Ward Bell Com- 
munications presented the council 


with cost estimates on installing a 
complete back-up communications 
system on top of the Elba police de- 
partment. A motion by council mem- 
ber Earl McCollough was approved 


indicating the council would take 
bids on the project if they decided to 
go forward with it. 

The council went into executive 
session to discuss a settlement offer 
in both the Ricky Mularz and James 
Simmons wrongful firing lawsuits. 

City Attorney Mark Vaughan re- 
minded the city fathers they each 
had copies of the proposal and sug- 
gested they might want the executive 
session to discuss the matter. 

On a 4-2 vote, Council member 
Bill Brunson’s motion to go into ex- 
ecutive session passed. Opposing the 
closed session was Council member 
Brad Wilson and Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood. 

Following the executive session, 
the council moved on to other busi- 
ness without any public comment. 

At the end of the meeting, Wilson 
read several paragraphs from council 
member handbooks. He reminded 
the other members that they have 
been told several times there is a 
communications problem between 
the elected officials of Elba. 


Wilson urged better communica- 
tions. 

Discussion of a letter received by 
the city concerning improper use of 
handicapped parking spaces ended 
with a statement by Assistant Chief 
Maxwell Hooks that the police could 
handle that problem with existing 
laws. 

The council gave verbal approval 
to participate in a ADECA spon- 
sored program to hire extra flood 
clean up help under a federally fund- 
ed program. 

A special called meeting of the 
council will be held Monday night at 
7:00 p.m. to review the financial 
status of the City and study revenue 
and expense projections. 

Operations Officer Henry Clark 
noted there was not enough money 
in the bank to make payroll this 
week, 

Haywood said the bookkeeper 
had told him the City could make 
payroll by delaying payment of the 
monthly bills approved for payment 
last week. 


Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton asked Parker, ‘Can these prob- 
lems be worked out?” 

When Parker said he would be 
proud to be the chief if things could 
be worked out, Yelverton made 4 
motion that passed unanimously. It 
was, “The council is on record that 
the police chief do the job he was 
hired for in accordance with the 
Code of Alabama.” 

Parker told the group, “It needs to 
be understood I am the Chief of Po- 
lice. If anything is wrong, bring it to 
my attention, don’t give my men or- 
ders.” He explained that instructions 
might be given to some new em- 
ployee who didn’t know the law and 
“The last thing that we need is this 
city in another lawsuit.” 

The second motion was made by 
Council member Bill Brunson to of- 
ficially reappoint Parker as police 
chief. He said the action was to clear 
up any potential problem with Park- 
er’s earlier resignation. This motion 
also passed unanimously. Brunson 
also advised Parker, “Tell your men 
they take orders from you and only 
you.

Landfill Water Project contract awarded

The Landfill Water Project is one 
step closer to becoming a reality. In 
Monday morning’s bi-monthly meet- 
ing of the Coffee County Commis- 
sion, Commissioners tentatively ac- 
cepted Big Warrior Construction’s 
low bid to install the water system. 

Big  Warrior’s bid was 
$214,157.26 to install the water lines 
up AL Highway 167 to supply water 
to residents living in the area of the 
new landfill. 

In addition to the water line to 
supply residents there will be a line 
installed in the landfill. The contrac- 
tor will install that line at a cost of 
$9,114.80. 

The system will have 8" mains 
with the water being supplied by the 


City of Elba. 

There were three options placed 
on the bid list. They were as follows: 
Option 1: The supply lines were to 
consist of 6" mains with Elba sup- 
plying the water. This system 
would not have been adequate for 

providing fire protection. 

Option 2: In this option, the mains 

were to be 8" in diameter with 

Elba supplying the water. This 

system would be adequate for fire 

protection. . 

Option 3: This system would con- 

sist of a combination of 6" and 3" 

water mains with the New Hope 

Water System supplying the wa- 

ter, This system would not pro- 

vide fire protection. 

The commission elected to accept 

the bid on the installation of Option 
2. Commissioners Lawrence Creel 


and Jack Hanson casted the lone dis- 
senting votes. 

In making the motion to take Op- 
tion 2, Commissioner Robert Ste- 
phens added that the county’s match- 
ing funds, $91,972.06, is to come 
from the landfill’s budget. 

The majority of the commission 
noted that by going with Option 2, 
the system will provide residents not 
only with good drinking water, but 
fire protection as well. It will also al- 
low for future growth in the area. 

During Monday’s meeting, mem- 
bers of the commission did a little 
“road commissionering.” 

Jimmy Salter appeared before the 
commission to register complaints 
concerning Co. Rd. 253.

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Former mascot at West Point enjoys southern style retirement

buried there in the pasture where she spent the last years of her life. 

The commander at West Point and other interested officials have 
received written notice of the death from Strong.

She lives in a splendor that is in 
sharp contrast to her public image. 
She eats a special diet of tasteful, 
specially prepared food in a setting 
which befits one accustomed to the 
better things of life and is usually 
seen in the company of another eld- 
erly lady. This home is on the out- 
skirts of Elba, on a farm with a pic- 
turesque setting. 

The setting includes a nice two 
story brick main house with a family 
dog and a new puppy, the ac- 
companying out buildings and a fish 
pond with ducks swimming around. 
All this is plainly visible from the 
front of the house. Lush pastures 
with quality beef cattle grazing con- 
tentedly in the belly deep green grass 


help paint a placid picture of rural 
America. as 


A breeze blows cooling fresh air 
briskly up the hill and in the face of 
the occupants of the swing on the 

rch of the frame cabin which over- 
ooks all this splendor. The setting 
has potential for multiple Norman 


Rockwell paintings, both in subject 
and quality. 

The gathering of news media was 
planned to talk about the one living 
in sharp contrast to her public image. 
The conversation on the porch soon 
turns to her life story and the man 
anecdotes dealing with those wi 
whom she has crossed paths during 
her life, including 22 years of dis- 
tinguished service in the U, S. Army. 

Unladylike, but consistently, she 
turns her backside to anyone walk- 
ing up to her. “She” is the mule 
Buckshot, the former mascot of the 
U. S. Military Academy at West 
Point. Her military trainer says she 
never could be broken from the habit 
of spinning around and attempting tc 
kick anyone approaching her. He 
Suspects she was abused in her earl 
years and kicking was her only e 
fective defense. 

Mules are famous for their stub-

their own, The abuse could have 
come from an early owner or trainer, 
There is an often repeated statement 
that to get a mule’s attention, you 
first hit 1t real hard between the eyes 
with a 2 X 4 scantling! 

Buckshot presently resides in to- 
tal retirement on the Taylor Mill 
Road farm of Dr, and Mrs, Kenneth 
Strong. It has been her home since 
her retirement from active military 
duty in 1986. She shares barn space, 
etc. with an elderly quarter horse, 
Dixie. 

Her advancing age, for a mule ex- 
tremely old at 35, brings the related 


problems inherit to it, Gray hairs 
around the mouth and nose, teeth 
dropping out or having to be pulled, 
joints which are slower to bend and 
muscles which resist activity, are all 
symptoms which Buckshot exhibits. 
Yet she still manages to trot up from 
whatever spot in the pasture fate has 
taken her when Strong’s truck rattles 
across the cattle gap. She also comes 


at a lope at the sound of a familiar 
voice or the gate near the feed bin 
opening. 

This mule can also trip the main 
latch on the gate, open the lid on the 
old chest type freezer which holds 
the feed and eat to her heart's con- 
tent. Even though a mule is usually 
smart enough not to founder by over- 


eating, this trick of hers has required ' 


a double latch system on the gate. 
The double latches are occasionally 
not fully utilized, much to Buck- 
shot’s delight, 

Cadet Kenneth Strong (now Gen- 
eral Kenneth Strong, U.S. Army Re- 
serve) was the onginal trainer for 
this, the first mare mule ever serving 
as an official mascot of the military 
academy, The year was 1964 and the 


young cadet was a sophomore at 
“The Point.” 

The owner of the famous Broad- 
moor Hotel in Colorado Springs, CO 
had given the young mule to the Air 
Force Academy, The Academy, with 
falcons as mascots, didn’t know 
what they could do with a mule and 
offered her as a gift to the cadets at 
West Point. 

Mules had been used extensively 
as pack animals by the U. S. military 
throughout history. However by 
1964 there were no active cavalry 
units and pack mules had been re- 
placed by trucks and helicopters, 

The call went out at The Point for 
someone (anyone) who knew what 
to do with a young headstrong mule. 
At that time there was no riding ac- 
tivity of any type taking place at 
West Point. Later a riding club was 
formed, horses provided and cadets 
now compete regularly with other 
equestrian clubs. 

Strong had been riding horses for 
years. He spent several years during 
his high school days on regular after- 
noon training rides with a group of 
military cadets in Bolivia. He was 
living in Bolivia while his father was 
serving well, the U. S. State De- 
partment and just started tagging 
along with the cadets, That country 
still maintained active military cav- 
alry units, due to the mountainous 
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terrain of the landscape. 

He spent the next three years at 
West Point with daily 6 a.m, rides, 
The young cadet trained his mule to 
ED 
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
